Senator Gilbert M. Hitchcock of N ebraska, who led the fight in 
the Senate for the League of Nations, said yesterday : 
“ In his Des Moines speech Senator H arding made a statem ent 
that I w ant to give particular attention to. 
He said that the League 
was already scrapped, because the Adm inistration had insisted on 
the ratification of the T reaty without the dotting of an ‘I’ or the 
crossing of a ‘t.’ 
This favorite and oft-repeated m isrepresentation 
of history has been again and again corrected by Governor Cox in 
his speeches. 
Instead of insisting upon the ratification without t ie 
dotting of an ‘i’ or the crossing of a ‘t.’ the Democratic Senators 
with the full approval of the President voted for five reservations 
which I had the honor to present to the Senate. 
“One of these provided that Article X. should be so con structed 
th a t the m ilitary of the United States could only be used under 
the direct authority of Congress, and that C on gress should he tree 
to accept or reject the advice of the League as to tile en forcem en 
of this article. 
“A nother disqualified all British Dominions from voting in an> 
case in which tho United States had a dispute which might be re­ 
ferred to the A ssem b ly . 
A nother specifically reserved the Monroe 
Doctrine.

tv attorney, were held at the city

association and friends of Mr. K e l­ 
ly present.

Again our bar is called from its 
labors to pause and confront the

O ur beloved brother. Clarence Clay 
K elly, was on Ju n e 17, 1920, sud­ 
denly and im peratively called to 
that m ysterious Realm from whose 
borne no traveler returns. 
H e had long 
supered 
from In­ 
sidious 
and 
deadly 
ailm ents, 
against which 
he lwid 
struggled 
w ith patient and 
stocial 
courage. 
On the day before his death an 
appealing calam ity fell upon this 
county in the loss by fire of our 
court 
house. 
B y 
that 
calam ity 
there went lip in smoke and flame 
a noble B a r Lib rary, the apple of 
his eye. 
To him and his untiring 
energy, more perhaps than to that 
of any other one man, the existence 
and growth of that 
library- 
were 
due. 
The shock and excitem ent of 
the fire well like a death stroke up­ 
on him. 
H e was 
carried 
home 
m ortally sick 
and 
died the next 
day. 
M r. K e lly wras called upon to lay 
down the activities of his profes­ 
sional career and each and all of 
life's duties in the mid w ay of his 
career, in 
the 
very 
bloom 
and 
prim e of his manhood, at the age 
of 47 years. 
W e must pass under 
the rod and bow to the D ivine De­ 
cree, but it is one of the inscrut­ 
able m ysteries of Providence that 
one endowed w ith such promising 
usefulness and capability should be 
called so early in life. 
Besides a classical education, Mr. 
K e lly graduated at the law school 
c; Michigan U n iversity at Ann Ar- 
oor. in 18%. 
H e in the same year 
commenced the practice of law in 
Sedalia. 
He had an uncommonly 
commanding and engagnig person­ 
ality and was a cultured and whole­ 
hearted gent leman. 
H e 
quickly 
built 
up a leading 
practice at our bar. 
Being force­ 
ful, resourceful and full of energy, 
his cliente became his warm-heart­ 
ed friends, he has, indeed, left as a 
heritage to his fam ily and as a 
memory to us, a good name of lion 
or and integrity, of active citizen­ 
ship a»'d as a sound lawyer. 
In his association w ith his broth­ 
er law yers, he was just and gener­ 
ous. 
His mind was too broad and 
his heart too big to quibble about 
trifles.

The last call of the department 
upon the banks and trust companies 
for a full report was August 26. 
August 28 of last year a similar call 
was made. 
The comparison show'3 
that the hanks and trust companies 
have increased their resources in 
the period $78,049,532, 
loans 
on 
collateral securities and discounts 
have gained $55,960,655 and loans 
on real estate have gained $17,180,- 
292. 
The total deposits in the banks 
August 26 were $522,961,025, a gain 
for the year of $42,230,616. The in­ 
creases in the various classes of 
deposits were: 
Savings deposits. 
$19,241,054; time deposits subject 
to check, $2,049,734; demand de­ 
posits, $4,862,419. 
There are at present three pri­ 
vate 
banks, 
1,428 
incorporated 
banks and ninety-five trust com­ 
panies. Ip the year eight new trust 
companies and seventy-twro incor­ 
porated hanks were chartered. 
There are 134 national hanks in 
the state, but they are not under 
control of the state banking de­ 
partment and do not report to the 
state authorities.

A R T IC L E 2. 
The action of the League under this Covenant shall be effected 
through the instrum entality of an Assembly and of a Council, with 
a permanent Secretariat. 
A R T IC L E 3. 
The Assembly shall consist of Representatives of the Mem­ 
bers of the League. 
The Assembly shall meet at stated intervals and from time to 
tim e as occasion may require at the Seat of the League or at such 
other place as may be decided upon. 
The assembly ma) deal at its meetings with any matter within 
the sphere of action of the League or affecting the peace of the 
world. 
At meetings of the Assembly each Member of the League shall 
have one vote, and may have not more than three Reprsentatives. 
A R T IC L E 4. 
The Council shall consist of Representatives of the Principal 
Allied and Associated Powers, together with Representatives of 
four other Members of the League. 
These four Members of the 
League shall he selected by the Assembly from time to time in its 
discretion. 
Until the appointment of the Representatives of the 
four Members of the League first selected by the Assembly, Repre­ 
sentatives of Belgium , Brazil, Spain and Greece shall be members 
of the Council. 
W ith the approval of the m ajoritv of the Assembly, the Council 
may name additional Members of the League whose Representa­ 
tives shall a lw a y s be members of the Council; the Council with 
like approval may increase the number of Members of the League 
to be selected by the A sse m b ly for representation on the Council. 
The Council shall meet from time to time as occasion may 
require, and at least once a year, at the Seat of the League, or at 
such other place as may be decided upon. 
The Council may deal at its meetings with anv matter within 
the sphere of action of the League or affecting the peace of the 
world. 
A ny member of the League not represented on the Council 
shall be invited to send a Representative to sit as a member at any 
meeting of the Council during the consideration of matters specially 
effecting the interests of that Member of the League. 
At meetings of the Council, each Member of the League repre­ 
sented on the Council shall have one vote and may have not more 
than one Representative.
